2. If revival is unavailable under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 37(b) please consider this petition under 37

NATURE OF ABANDONMENT 

3. In a telephone conversation on June 21, 2005 (Exhibit 13) between the attorney of record's 
assistant, Michelle Woods, and the Official Draftsperson, Mr. Nhan Tang, the undersigned 
has noted that the above-identified application is being forwarded to the Abandoned files 
because the Applicants' response to the Request for Corrected Drawings contained the 
wrong U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and the Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 
1.85) that was originally filed on December 22, 2003 (Exhibit 2) and then again on 
February 4, 2004 (Exhibit 6), March 18, 2005 (Exhibit 9) and April 19, 2005 (via email) 
(Exhibit 10). A Notice of Allowance was received on October 3, 2003 with the Request for 
Corrected Drawings (Exhibit 1). 

4. The filing of the Reply to the Official Draftsperson for the above-identified application was 
not delayed as evidenced by the exhibits attached herewith. In fact the case is abandoned 
according to Mr. Nhan Tang due to the Applicants inadvertently and unintentionally having 
typed the incorrect U.S. Serial No. 09/659,835 on the postcard and Letter to the Official 
Draftsperson versus the proper U.S. Serial No. 09/658,835 and therefore the Official 
Draftsperson, Mr Nhan Tang, stated the case would be abandoned, even after allowance, 
payment of issue fee and acceptance of the corrected drawings that were submitted. 
(Exhibit 1, Exhibit 3 and Exhibit 11, respectively). 

5. Showings from the Applicants as to the causes of the unintentional delay are filed herewith; 
said showing establishes that the entire delay from the identified typographical error by Mr. 
Nhan Tang of the incorrect U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and the Letter to Official 
Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1 .85) from the date of the reply until the filing of this petition 
was unintentional. 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b)(3). 
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LARGE ENTITY STATUS OF APPLICANT 

6. It is confirmed that large entity status for this application has been checked and is still in 
effect. 

7. The fee required by 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(m) of $1,500.00 is also being paid as a condition of 
filing a petition for the revival of an unintentionally abandoned application. 

ALTERNATIVE VENUE 

8. If revival is unavailable under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .137(b) Applicants respectfully submit the 
Petition For Revival be considered under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a) as unavoidable. No other 
fees or extensions of time are believed to be due in connection with this Petition for 
Revival; however, consider this a request for any fees inadvertently omitted, and charge any 
additional fees to Deposit Account No. 26-0084. 

AUTHORIZATION TO CHARGE ANY FEE DEFICIENCY 

9. The Director is hereby authorized to charge any maintenance or surcharge fee to Account 
No. 26-0084 and credit any overpayments. 
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REMARKS 

The facts and circumstances presented show that although reasonable care was taken to 
respond to all Office Communications, a response to the Request for Corrected Drawings in the 
Notice of Allowance of October 3, 2003 (Exhibit 1), was never appropriately filed in the above- 
identified case because Applicants inadvertently and unintentionally submitted the 
documentation with the wrong U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and the Letter to Official 
Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) that was originally filed on December 22, 2003 (Exhibit 2) and 
then again on February 4, 2004 (Exhibit 6), March 18, 2005 (Exhibit 9) and April 19, 2005 
(Exhibit 10). Applicants later received a Notice of Abandonment mailed on August 4, 2004 
(Exhibit 4) that was later rescinded on February 17, 2005 (Exhibit 7). It was the understanding 
of the Applicants as of the email communication with Mr. Nhan Tang on April 27, 2005 that the 
above-identified application would issue with the corrected drawings. Therefore, Pioneer Hi- 
Bred International, Inc. respectfully requests that revival of the abandoned application be 
accepted and the case be allowed to issue as the Notice of Allowance was received October 3, 
2003 and the issue fee was paid January 2, 2004 (Exhibit 3) and the Official Draftsperson, Mr. 
Nhan Tang allowed the corrected drawings as evidenced by his email on April 27, 2005 (Exhibit 
11). The sole reason for the present abandonment, according to Mr. Nhan Tang, was an 
inadvertent and unintentional error of the U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and the Letter to 
Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) which Mr. Tang stated in a telephone communication 
prevented him from approving the already accepted drawings (Exhibit 13). 

The attached exhibits (Exhibits 1-13) set forth the factual basis for these remarks. The 
exhibits include attorney-client communications. These communications are presented solely for 
the purpose of supporting this petition, and the attorney-client privilege is in no way waived 
beyond the documents themselves, included within this petition. 

The above-identified application is set to receive a Notice of Abandonment according to 
Official Draftsperson, Mr. Nhan Tang, on June 21, 2005. Applicants have already paid the issue 
fee and submitted accepted Corrected Drawings and wish to expedite issuance of the above- 
identified application. 

Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. and the Attorneys of Record, McKee Voorhees & 
Sease, P.L.C. (hereinafter "the law firm") exercised reasonable care in complying with the Notice 
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of Allowance and the Request for Corrected Drawings therein. Reasonable care was used to 
submit corrected drawings as requested and was accepted as in compliance on April 27, 2005 
(Exhibit 1 1) via email with Mr. Tang, however he then notified the law firm on June 21, 2005 
(Exhibit 13) that due to the inadvertent and unintentional mistake of the wrong U.S. Serial No. 
being used on the postcard and Letter to the Official Draftsperson that he could not allow the 
case. In particular, Mr Tang informed Applicants of their inadvertent and unintentional error of 
the wrong U.S. Serial No. 09/659,835 used on the postcard and Letter to the Official 
Draftsperson versus the proper U.S. Serial No. 09/658,835 therefore he could not allow the 
corrected drawings previously allowed on April 27, 2005. 

Attached are copies of the Notice of Allowance received October 3, 2003 (Exhibit 1); 
response to the Request for Corrected Drawings through the Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 
C.F.R. § 1.85) that was originally filed on December 22, 2003 and then again on January 2, 2004 
(Exhibit 2); Issue fee payment on January 2, 2004 (Exhibit 3); Notice of Abandonment mailed on 
August 4, 2004 (Exhibit 4); Information for Withdrawal of Abandonment - PTO Has No 
Evidence That Mailed Correspondence Received (37 C.F.R. § 1.8(b) submitted August 19, 2004 
(Exhibit 5); February 4, 2005 resubmission of postcard and Letter to the Official Draftsperson as 
requested (Exhibit 6); Rescission of the Notice of Abandonment received on February 17, 2005 
(Exhibit 7); Request for Corrected Drawings mailed March 2, 2005 (Exhibit 8); March 18, 2005, 
resubmission of postcard and response to the Request for Corrected Drawings through the Letter 
to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) (Exhibit 9); April 19, 2005 email correspondence 
with the Official Draftsperson, Mr. Tang regarding resubmission of postcard and response to the 
Request for Corrected Drawings through the Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1 .85) as 
requested (Exhibit 10); email correspondence with Mr. Tang allowing the drawings submitted on 
April 19, 2005 (Exhibit 1 1); June 21, 2005 email correspondence with Mr. Tang regarding 
resubmission of pdf documents requested (Exhibit 12); memorandum to file regarding telephone 
conversation between Michelle Woods and Mr. Tang on June 21, 2005 (Exhibit 13). Therefore, 
Applicants respectfully request the corrected drawings be allowed as the only error was a 
technicality of the inaccurate U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and the Letter to Official 
Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85).

In submission of the Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85), U.S. Serial No. 
09/658,835, an inadvertent and unintentional error was made procedurally by filing the postcard 
and the Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) with U.S. Serial No. 09/659,835. 
Applicants never intended the present case to be abandoned and thus are submitting this Petition 
for Revival for the purposes of obtaining issuance of 09/658,835 as Applicants have complied 
with all aspects of issuance including submitting accepted drawings (Exhibit 11) and payment of 
the issue fee (Exhibit 3). In addition, Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. and the law firm do 
attest that the entire delay in issuance of the above-identified case was unintentional pursuant to 
§ 1 . 1 37(b) and under § 1 . 1 37(a) was unavoidable due to Applicants 1 recognition of the 
inadvertent and typographical error. 

The facts of the matter indicate clearly that Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc., Lila A. T. 
Akrad, and the law firm exercised reasonable care to ensure the application was not abandoned. 
Nevertheless, an inadvertent and unintentional error was made when filing the Letter to Official 
Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) as discussed supra. 

At this point in time, it is not known how the inadvertent and unintentional error was not 
observed by Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. or the law firm. Regardless, it is clear that not 
only was reasonable care exercised in the entire delay in filing the required Request for Corrected 
Drawings in the above-identified case from the due date for the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) and under § 1.137(a) was unintentional and 
unavoidable respectively, and not only did Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. not intend to 
abandon the application, but also Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. believed it was in 
compliance with all Office Communications. 

After receiving the telephone call from Official Draftsperson, Mr. Nhan Tang, on June 
21 , 2005, that a Notice of Abandonment was being sent, a prompt and timely investigation was 
made in order to prepare this Petition for Revival. Therefore, Pioneer Hi-Bred International, Inc. 
respectfully petitions that the unintentional and inadvertent error of Applicants' response to the 
Request for Corrected Drawings containing the wrong U.S. Serial No. on the postcard and on the 
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Letter to Official Draftsperson (37 C.F.R. § 1.85) of application U.S. Serial No. 09/658,835 be 
granted thereby permitting issuance of said case.

On March 18, 2005 we sent in, via regular mail, another set of the corrected drawings and 
copies of the transmittals originally sent in on December 22, 2003. On April 19, 2005 I 
spoke with Draftsperson Tang to see if he had received the documents. He said he had not 
and requested that we send them to him via email, in pdf format and that he would send out 
a Form 940. On April 27, he sent a reply email stating that the drawings were acceptable.
